The groat cvont of the yoar in connection 
with Opium had boon tho raising of the lekin 
tax to, in most cases, Tia. 86 par pion! at the 
porta north of and incladiag Wénchow. This 
took place in May. The rate. prior to this 
step had been different at different port; in 
Newohwang, for example, it had boon T's, 33.20; 
in Shanghai, ‘fl. 46; in Ningpo, Tls. 32; and in 
Wanchow, The. 31.62. The affact of this increase 
in tatation has not yet been to reduce the total 
quantity of Opium imported; but this fact will 
valy surprise those who are whfamiliar with the 
incomplete manner in which taxos.of this kind 
sro onforced in China, and with the obstacles 
which have to ba overcoma before the incraased 
tar can. come into fall operation. At Shonchai 
and on the. Yangtze the tax hea, there 
is good reason ‘to. believe, been sticcoss- 
folly evaded hitherto in a ‘great  mon- 
sore; and Shanghai and the Yan¢tze ports are 
very large consumors of Foraign Opiam. These 
considerations, therefora,; will suggest why it is

Returns, It should 
farthor be stated thit, so far as the ports sonth 
of and idoluding Foochow ato concerned, the 
tax appears not yet to hava been raised, rocthat 
Opium has there encountered no hindrance 
to its importation in 1835 Erenter oc otherwise 
than in the years precoding. ‘Turning to the 
extrem northern ports, it would appoar that 
tho tax waa inoreased at Nawchwang, but, 
that in spite of this fact the importation’ of 
Foreign Opinm held its own,—owing ‘to the 
partial failure of the Native, arop, which was 
cinsed by the unusal duration of heavy rain ‘in 
Manchuria in late spring and carly scammer. 
The importation at Tientsin and at Chofoo fell 
off considerably, bat whethar this deolimo was in 
part fine to the increase of the tax, the reports 
from those ports do not indicate. ae 

‘A perusal of tho passages respecting Opium 
which oocur in Part IT. of tho prosont prblic- 
ation, moro partioularly in the Reports from the 
Yangtze ports and those from Amoy and Swatow, 
omphasisas strongly the evil, from the atriotly 
commerofal standpoint,—ie., the interests of tha 
trade itself,-of the presmnt over-varyiag rato 
of taxation on Opinm. Until rocontly Haukow 
supplied Kisngsi;.now Kinkiang rather than 
Honkow enjoys this trade, Wuhu, having found 
moans of paying less tar than Chinkiang, sup- 
plies thet port's ostural dependencies, to the de- 
triment: of Chinkiong’s--trado;--and--oven--en- 
eroaches on some of the districts hitherto at- 
tached to Ningpo:- The districts betwaon A moy 
aud Swatow are supplied now from thaona, now 
from the othor of thes two places.
